maries and that $125,000 of it came 
from Samuel Insult, the public util­ 
ities magnate.

Republican and democrats joined

the floor, not a voice was raised 
on behalf of the appointment. 
The republican organization had 
been prepared for a contest in the 
next congress, when Smith will 
present the credentials he received 
at the November election and they 
had used their best persuasive tal­ 
ents to prevent such a hastening 
of the fray as now seems to have 
been made inevitable by Smith’s 
. appointment to take at once the 
‘seat vacated by the death of Sena­ 
tor McKinley.

following bulletin released today by 
the Morgan count health unit: 
In Canada, excluding Prince Ed­ 
ward Island, there were 814 deaths 
from :vphoid fever in 1923. 
In ob of. the United States in 
1924, there were 27,816 cases and 
5,465 deaths from typhoid fever. 
During the South African War 
there were 30 deaths from typhoid 
fever for ’every death from casu­ 
alty: Typhoid fever was practically 
unknown in the recent Greht War 
di’je to improved sanitation and pre­ 
ventive inoculation. 
Sanitation and Typhoid inocula­ 
tion are the methods of preventing 
the spread of typhoid fever. 
Typhoid inoculation is a wise 
precaution to be taken by those 
who have to visit places where the 
sanitation is not good. 


Contamination of milk supplies 
with typhoid fever germ#, is still 
the cause of the spread of typhoid 
fever. 
Pasturization of milk destroys 
typhoid fever germs. 
¡Pasteurization is the’ only way 
to make the public milk supply 
safe. 
Water borne typhoid fever epi­ 
demics have been eliminated by the 
treatment of sdwage and the filt­ 
ration and chlorination of the pub­ 
lic water supply. 
1 A community is not protected 
against typhoid fever so long as it 
has one unsanitary privy. 
A sanitary privy is one the con­ 
tents of which will not pollute the 
water supply and orte which flies 
cannot obtain access to the con­ 
tents.

3,000,000 Miles Of Splendid Roads 
Make Network In United States

Motorists Pay 
Comparing the money spent by 
the government on highways with 
that collected by the States in the 
form of gasoline and motor vehicle 
licenses, the figures show that in 
the calendar year 1925, the amount 
collected from motoriats was six 
times what the government spent 
in federal aid. 
The total amount 
spent in 1925 by the government 
was $67,081,920. while during the 
same year 
there was a total of 
$405,467,756 collected by the states 
from the motorist in gasoline tax­ 
es, etc. Incidentally but four states 
in 1925 had no gasoline tax, viz: 
Illinois, Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and New York.

“MADE IN AMERICA” GOODS 
SELL 
ON 
THEIR MERIT; 
MADE 
ELSEWHERE 
GO SLOWLY 


When you find an article labeled 
‘‘Made in America,” you naturally 
take it fbr granted thai it is a bet­ 
ter article than one bearing the 
imprint of manufacture in some 
other land. American made goods 
almost invariably are better than 
foreign made goods because Ameri­ 
can workers are paid more and do 
better work. American raw materi­ 
als are more real and of better 
grade and American factories more 
modern and better equipped for 
good work. It pays to give prefer­ 
ence to “American-made” goods. 
Over in England just now quite 
a campaign is being carried on to 
induce British buyers to give pref­ 
erence to British-made goods. Ev- 
>rywhere are such slogans as: “Buy 
in Britain,” and 
“British 
Goods 
Are Best.” But the appeals do not 
seem to be affective. 


American buyers are exhorted 
differently. Attractive” advertise­ 
ments in the newspapers call fheir 
attention to the quality of Ameri­ 
can goods. In these ads, however, 
vou rarely see any such pleading as 
‘Buy 
in 
America,” 
“American 
3oods are best.” 
American merchants appeal to 
the tastes, setting up their com­ 
modity as desirable or necessary. 
The “Buy in Britain” appeal seems 
to us a rather ineffective slogan 
in that it gftfe no reason why the 
Britisher should 
buy 
in Britain 
->ther than patriotism, which the 
statement “British good are best” 
is the kind of flat generalization 
that invites criticism. 
Perhaps in the light of the dis­ 
cussion, recent figure* offered by 
the department of commerce would 
be into resting. They showed that 
the United States leads the world 
as a producer and exporter, while 
the United Kingdom is put in front 
as a purchaser in other markets, 
averaging 
$150,000,000 
ahead of 
this country for June, July and 
August. 
It’s a good plan, howevejwfor 
Britain to -urge her people to buy 
t o 9 * * a f t i s p l a n 


for Americans to keep on making 
such goods that British peopl* will 
prefer thenF-te their own hftme 
products. And it is i.n especially 
good plan for people in America 
to feel that everything mode, in 
America is better than anything 
made elsewhere. Of course, some 
of them are not, but the great 
majority of them are, and they 
are the kind Americans need apd 
should insist upon having. “Buy 
at Home” is a fine thing to urge 
and to do. Great Britain has got­
